W. H. Smith (sketched as he serenely sits next 
Mr. Goschen on the Treasury Bench) was 
promptly adopted by the Commons, with some 
slight alteration. It was at once put into 
practice, and worked so admirably, and so much 
to the comfort of Mr. Speaker, hard-worked 
officers and guardians of the House, and members 
alike, that the only wonderis that Common-sense 
had not long ago prevailed over that stupid 
“rule of Thumb” which old fogies of Parlia- 
ment rejoice in observing.

THE HARBOUR BAR. 

Ox Saturday morning last, in somewhat un- 
settled weather, a fishing - boat — the Jane 
Smith—which had left Arbroath for the Bell 
Rock fishing-ground, but was returning to 
harbour in consequence of the roughness of the 
sea, was capsized when about 200 yards from the 
harbour entrance, and the skipper and two of 
the crew were drowned.

THE LLANELLY MURDER. 
Reavers of The Penny Illustrated Paper in Car- 
marthen, Llanelly, Swansea, Cardiff, and district 
will be interested in the Sketches а Llanelly 
Artist courteously sends us of the murderer, 
David Rees, and his victim, Thomas Davies, 
together with a Drawing of the scene of the 
brutal crime. It was on Wednesday, Feb. 22, 
at Carmarthen Assizes, that David Rees, charged 
with being concerned in the murder of Thomas 
Davies, at Dafen, Llanelly, on Nov. 12 last, came 
up for trial. Mr. Justice Stephen succinctly 
described the murder in his lucid charge to the 
grand jury. He said the poor man Davies was 
employed to carry money for the payment of wages 
from the town of Llaneliy to a place called Daten, 
where there are tin-plate works, and in the course 
of the discharge of hisduty—at a point between the 
town of Llanelly and the works at Dafen—he was 
murdered by someone. He was struck on the 
head five or six times with an instrument called a 
hanger, which appears to be used in the manu- 
facture of tin plates, and those blows penetrated 
Davies’s skull, pressed upon the brain, and so 
caused death. He lived for some time after- 
wards, but in a state of complete insensibility, 
and died from the effects of his wounds within a 
day after they had been inflicted. motive of 


the murder was sufficiently obvious. Davies had 
a very large sum of money—£500 or £600—£400 
of which was in sovereigns in a bag which he 

carried over his shoulder. The bag was found 
cut open in the neighbourhood of the place where 

the crime was committed, and the whole thing 
must been done in a very great hurry, for one 

parcel only of the sovereigns, containing £200, 

had been taken away. There was one witness 

who swore that he actually saw the murder com- 

mitted—a little boy, eleven or twelve years of

COUNTERFEIT COIN FACTORY. 

George Wood and Annie Wood, husband and 
wife, were indicted at the Old Bailey, on Mon- 
day, for manufacturing a T" of counterfeit 
coins. After the house occupied by the prisoners 
at 13, Thornhill-square, Camberwell, had been 
watched by the police for some time, the male 
prisoner was arrested on the 13th ult.

On the mantelpiece were thirty-one 
counterfeit florins, and a pair of earrings made 
from jubilee shillings gilded, together with bat- 
teries, tissue paper, plaster of Paris, and a variety 
of other articles used in coining. The jury 
found the female prisoner not guilty and the male 
prisoner guilty. A previous conviction was 
proved against the latter, and he was sentenced 
to ten years’ penal servitude.
